WASHINGTON | An estimated 11 million 
Americans, including nearly one in five 21- 
year- olds, have driven while under the influ- 
ence of illegal drugs, the government says. 

The numbers announced Tuesday were 
especially high for college students. Eighteen 
percent of students surveyed said they drove 
while on drugs last year. 

John Walters, director of the White House 


Office of National Drug Control Policy, said 
the statistics show a failure to convince driv- 
ers that drugs impair driving. 

The report, compiled by the Department 
of Health and Human Services, used 2002 
data from the National Survey on Drug Use 
and Health, which questioned 68,000 people. 
Researchers then extrapolated the percent- 
ages to the population as a whole, (ap) 


Clark Bid 
Shakes Up 
Democrats 

Eleventh-hour entrance to 
race overshadows Edwards 

LITTLE ROCK, ARK. I Retired Gen. Wesley 
Clark, who boasts a four-star military record 
but concedes he has gaps to fill on domes- 
tic policy, told political advisers Tuesday he 
will join the presidential race as the 10th 
Democratic candidate. 

The Arkansan immediately displayed his 
potential to shake up the nomination fight, 
gathering party operatives from across the 
nation for a strategy session that overshad- 
owed North Carolina Sen. John Edwards’ 
formal announcement of 
his candidacy. 

Senior officials close 
to Clark said he plans to 
announce his intentions 
Wednesday in Arkansas. 

He enters the race late, 
against long odds. 

Just four months before 
the first votes are cast, Clark has no formal 
organization in key states, little money and 
a patchwork staff culled from the political 
organizations of former President Clinton 
and former Vice President A1 Gore. 

Clark, 58, also has no political experience 
— not even a student council election to his 
credit — and he has never been pressed to 
produce a domestic agenda. None of this 
deters Clark or his supporters. 

“It’s not too late to get in the race,” Clark 
told The Associated Press, adding with a 
wink and smile, “if I decide to run.” (ap)

Man Charged In Killing 
Of Tennis Stars’ Sister 

A felon with ties to a street gang 
was charged Tuesday with mur- 
dering the half sister of tennis stars 
Serena and Venus Williams. Aaron 
Michael Hammer appeared briefly 
in Superior Court but Judge John 
J. Cheroske postponed his arraign- 
ment to Sept. 23 at the request of the 
defense. He remained held without 
bail. Hammer, 24, of Compton, is 
accused of shooting Yetunde Price, 
31, in the chest as she sat in a sport 
utility vehicle early Sunday. An 
assault rifle and shell casings were 
found at the scene, (ap)

CDC; U.S. Infant Mortality 
Reaches Record Low 

The U.S. infant mortality rate 
dropped to another record low, 
in part because of a decline in 
sudden infant death syndrome 
cases, but is still higher than that 
of other industrialized countries, 
the government said Tuesday. The 
U.S. rate in 2001 — the latest data 
available — fell to 6.8 deaths per 
1,000 live births from 6.9 the pre- 
vious year, according to the Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention. 
The rate has declined 38 percent 
since 1983, when it was 10.9 per 
1,000 live births, (ap)

Thousands Flee 
As Isabel Nears 


RODANTHE, N.C. | Cars, recreational 
vehicles and SUVs streamed inland 
from North Carolina’s Outer Banks 
on Tuesday as up to 90,000 people 
were urged to get out of the way of 
Hurricane Isabel, the most powerful 
storm to menace the mid-Atlantic 
coast in four years. 

Isabel’s winds weakened dur- 
ing the day to around 105 mph 
from a peak of 160 mph over the 
weekend. 

Forecasters said the hurricane 
could strengthen when it cross- 
es the warm waters of the Gulf 
Stream on a projected course that 
could take it into the Outer Banks 
early Thursday. 

Coastal residents from South 
Carolina to New Jersey boarded up 


homes and businesses and stocked 
up on supplies. North Carolina 
Gov. Mike Easley declared a state 
of emergency and urged residents 
to evacuate low-lying coastal areas.

Recall Decision May Disrupt 2004 Election 


The postponement of California’s 
recall election because of old punch- 
card ballots raises pointed ques- 
tions for many other states, with 
at least half still using outmoded 
equipment that critics say treats 
voters unfairly. 

A three -judge panel of the 9th 
Circuit postponed the Oct. 7 recall 
on Monday, unanimously ruling it 
is unacceptable that six California 
counties would be using punch- 
card ballots. 


Punch-card machines, the 
devices at the heart of the Florida 
dispute that ultimately sent the 
2000 presidential race to the U.S. 
Supreme Court, are still in use in 
26 states. 

The full 9th Circuit Court of 
Appeals signaled Tuesday it might 
be willing to reconsider the case. 

However, if the appellate pan- 
el’s decision is upheld by the full 
appeals court and the U.S. Supreme 
Court, it will likely bring back the 


complaints of disenfranchised vot- 
ers that dogged the last presiden- 
tial election — just in time for the 
next one. 

“If you follow the logical exten- 
sion of how the California federal 
court has ruled, then it would negate 
any jurisdiction in America being 
able to use [punch cards] for the 
same reason,” said Bertha Lewis 
of ACORN, an activist group for 
poor and moderate -income fami- 
lies.

Security chief says 
officials have plenty 
of anti-terror money 

WASHINGTON | Homeland Security 
Secretary Tom Ridge Tuesday dis- 
missed the growing cries from state 
and local governments for more fed- 
eral dollars to fight terrorism. 

Instead, he said, the money is 
there, just waiting to be tapped. 

“I know there are concerns about 
access to dollars, if I were a governor 
or mayor I’d be concerned,” Ridge 
said after speaking to a gathering 
of business and government lead- 
ers. “The dollars are available to the 
cities and states, they just need to 
apply for them.” 


Ridge said the federal gov- 
ernment has about $4 billion in 
place, and “we’re ready to send 
you a check.” 

But state and local officials at the 
homeland security conference orga- 
nized by the Council 
for Excellence in 
Government said 
there are still major 
deficiencies in their 
ability to prepare 
for and respond to 
a terrorist attack. 

And they need funding from the 
federal government to meet those 
needs. 

Hospital preparedness is a crit- 
ical area that is “woefully inade- 
quate,” said Joseph M. Henderson 


of the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention. 

Public and private hospitals are 
not ready to handle a major out- 
break, said Henderson, the associate 
director for terrorism preparedness 
and emergency response. 

“There is no surge capacity,” 
he said, adding that if a bioterror 
attack occurred “people would be 
standing in the parking lots” wait- 
ing for medical attention. 

“You’re never going to hear a 
governor say he doesn’t need more 
money,” agreed Massachusetts 
Gov. Mitt Romney, who spoke at 
the conference. “We’re all facing 
budget crises so we’re all looking 
for somebody to pay and help.”

Report: States Back Off 
Tough Anti-Drug Laws 


States have taken sweeping action in 
recent years to roll back “get-tough” 
approaches on drug policy, turning 
toward prevention, treatment and 
other alternatives to fight addic- 
tion, a new report from an advo- 
cacy group found. 

The survey of new laws between 
1996 and 2001 found that states 
were adopting anti-drug approach- 
es that treat addiction more like an 
illness than a crime, according to 
the Drug Policy Alliance, a group 
that supports such an approach. 
The report was released Tuesday. 

Financial problems also are 
helping to drive the changes in 
many places, as deficit-ridden 
states seek to cut costs. A state 
prison inmate, on average, costs 
the government $30,000 a year, 
the report said. 

The study found that voters in 17 


states have approved drug-reform 
initiatives, largely to approve mar- 
ijuana use for medical purposes, 
to allow for treatment instead of 
incarceration for some drug offens- 
es, or to ease laws on seizing assets 
in drug cases, rdbert tanner (ap)

Seattle Voters Weigh Espresso Tax 


Measure adds a jolt 
of eontroversy to 
off-year primary vote 

SEATTLE I Voters in this caffeine 
capital were deciding the fate of a 
proposed 10 -cent tax on espresso 
drinks Tuesday, an initiative that 
has jolted an otherwise sleepy, off- 
year primary with a double shot of 
controversy. 

The tax would tap the lifeblood 
of a city where fancy espresso drinks 
are sold on nearly every street cor- 
ner and where Starbucks — and a 
generation of upscale coffee shops 
— were born. 

Initiative sponsor John Burbank 
says people who spend $3 to $5 on 
coconut mochas or iced vanilla lattes 


can afford an extra dime for kids. 
The tax would raise millions of dol- 
lars each year for the city’s preschool 
and day-care programs. 

But coffee shop owners, includ- 
ing Seattle -based Starbucks, have 
been fighting the tax. 

Proponents say it would raise at 
least $6.5 million a year, while a 
more conservative City Council esti- 
mate says the revenue would likely 
top out at $3.5 million annually. 

If the tax passes, the money 
would pay for local preschool pro- 
grams modeled on Head Start, 
grants to help poor families pay for 
child care, and raises for child- care 
workers with advanced training. 
Many of these programs are hurt- 
ing for money after several rounds

Form of West Nile May Hit Thousands 


CHICAGO I A nasty three -day bout 
of fever is turning out to be a sur- 
prisingly common symptom of 
West Nile virus infection and may 
afflict about 100,000 Americans 
this year. 

Dr. Lyle Petersen, who heads 
the government’s West Nile efforts, 
said that about 20 percent of people 
who catch the virus get sick this 
way, while far smaller numbers — 
approximately one in 150 — get 
severe neurological symptoms. 


Most of the roughly 500,000 
people expected to catch the virus 
this year will show no symptoms 
at all. 

Typical symptoms of the mild- 
er illness, called West Nile fever, 
include three to five days of fever, 
headache, eye pain, nausea, vomit- 
ing and diarrhea. This maybe fol- 
lowed by a red rash, then by several 
weeks of fatigue. 

Petersen said West Nile fever is 
being reported about 10 times more 


frequently than last year, but that’s 
probably because the disease has 
become easier to diagnose. 

Petersen said that this year, 66 
people have died of West Nile infec- 
tions, which is about the same as last 
year’s total at this time. By the end 
of 2002, 284 people died. 

Peterson said the outbreak this 
summer in Western states maybe 
especially bad because a variety of 
mosquito there is abundant and 
very good at spreading the virus. 
The bug breeds in irrigated farm

ABU GHRAIB, IRAQ I Six people claim- 
ing to be Americans and two who 
say they are British are in U.S. cus- 
tody on suspicion of involvement 
in attacks on coalition forces, an 
American general said Tuesday. 
They would be the first Westerners 
reported held in the insurrection 
against the U.S.-led occupation. 
Brig. Gen. Janis Karpinski, who is in 
charge of coalition detention centers 
in Iraq, said the alleged Americans 
and Britons were considered secu- 
rity detainees, meaning they were 
suspected of involvement in guer- 
rilla attacks. She did not identify the 
purported Westerners but said they 
were being interrogated by intelli- 
gence officials in Baghdad. 

“We’re continuing the interview- 
ing process. The details become 
sketchy and their story changes,” 
said Karpinski. 

If Westerners are actively 


involved in the resistance, it would 
deepen confusion about what groups 
are involved in the attacks. 

The revelation recalls the cap- 
ture of John Walker Lindh in 
Afghanistan, where the American 
fought alongside Taliban and 
al Qaeda fighters following the 
Sept. 11, 2001 attacks. Lindh was 
sentenced last year to 20 years 
in prison after pleading guilty to 
supplying services to the Taliban.

The nonbinding resolution by the 
opposition Canadian Alliance was 
defeated by a 137-132 vote in the 
301-member House of Commons 
chamber.

A cult favorite finds 
himself the It Boy 
of summer movies 

FILM I Johnny Depp has made 
another transformation: oddball 
actor to box-office moneymaker. 

The star known for playing 
eccentrics in cult favorites such as 
“Ed Wood” and “Fear and Loathing 
in Las Vegas” is establishing him- 
self as a major box-office draw 
with two films this weekend in 
the top five. 

“Once Upon a Time in Mexico ” 
starring Antonio Banderas as a 
mariachi-musician gunslinger 
and Depp as a sleazy CIA agent, 
debuted in first place with $24 
million, according to industry 
estimates Sunday. 

It was Depp’s second consecutive 
No. 1 debut after the summertime 
hit “Pirates of the Caribbean: The 
Curse of the Black Pearl.” 

“Pirates,” still performing strong- 
ly in its 10th week of release, came 
in at No. 5 with $4.6 million. So far, 
it has earned $288 million, mak- 
ing it the second highest-grossing 
movie of the year, behind “Finding 
Nemo.” 

Analysts said Depp’s comi- 
cal sashaying swashbuckler in 
“Pirates” may have helped sell 
audiences on “Once Upon a Time

Networks struggle 
to repeat successes 
and avoid mistakes 

TELEVISION I As the fall season 
approaches, networks frantically 
regroup: Rob Lowe has left the 
White House, Mark Harmon inves- 
tigates crimes in the military. Kelly 
Ripa is a washed-up soap star. 

Let’s tune in. 

The conventional wisdom holds 
that this is a crucial year for NBC, so 
the network is trying two bold come- 
dic approaches: the topical humor 
of “Whoopi” (which premiered to 
strong ratings last week) and the 
frank sexual talk of the “Sex in the 
City”-inspired “Coupling.” 

CBS has adroitly learned how to 
program to the public taste and to 
its older audience. Here is where a 
new David E. Kelley series (“The 
Brotherhood of Poland, N.H.”) 
features pudgy guys in their 40s. 
Harmon’s “Navy CIS” is, as its name 
suggests, a cross between “JAG” and

This connects to a General Services 
Administration-approved commer- 
cial Web site, hotelsatperdiem.com, 
which lists hotels that offer a rate 
that is at or below the per diem for 
that location. You could also take 
a look at www.cheaptripsnetwork 
.com, which none of us have used but 
which allows you to search for hotels 
that offer a government rate.

Don’t be at an airport 
when the hurricane 
hits. But if you are ... 

A I R T R AV E L I Just when you thought 
it was safe to fly again, the East 
Coast power outage of Aug. 14 cast 
thousands of stranded fliers into a 
game of “Survivor.” Who would get 
the last available plane seat, rental 
car or hotel room? 

To win this game when a crisis 
such as a power outage, storm — 
like Isabel — or labor strike inter- 
rupts your trip, you need to be per- 
sistent and creative. Here are some 
steps you can take: 

Be nice: It’s tempting to take out 
your anger on airline staff, but polite 
persistence can be more effective. 
“Act more out of sorrow than anger,” 
says David Stempler, president of 
the Air Travelers Association lob- 
bying group. Empathizing with the 
employees’ can’t hurt either. 

Rent a car: Even with some- 
times steep charges for one-way 
rentals, going by car maybe a good 
option if you’re a few hours’ drive 
from your destination. It can also 
save you a hotel bill. When air travel 
is interrupted, “there’s often quite a 
run on the cars,” says Chris Payne, a 
spokesman for Thrifty Car Rental. 


But supply and demand may bal- 
ance out when air traffic is disrupted 
because so many people fail to arrive 
to pick up their reserved cars. 

Use your leverage: If you’re a 
frequent flier, renter or stayer, make 
it known, says Stempler. 

Get on the phone: You can 
check several options at once by 
dialing toll-free national numbers 
for rental car companies and hotels, 
rather than local branches. Even if 
you’re steps away from the rental 


counter at the airport, you may be 
better off calling the toll-free number 
first. “Never just walk up and get a 
car,” Payne advises. Rental compa- 
nies typically charge walk-ups higher 
rates. The difference can be $50 or 
$60 per day instead of $35. 

Talk about it: Networking 
with others can turn up answers 
faster than waiting in line for the 
official word, although it can be 
difficult to sort rumor from fact.

The 
bi-annual Frankfurt auto show, 
which opened last week, introduced 
a parade of compacts, convertibles, 
SUVs, station wagons and coupes, 
all aimed at upscale buyers. 

It’s not hard to understand 
what’s driving the luxury market 
to split into ever-finer segments. 
That’s where the profit is. The Big 
Three auto makers lose money on 
small cars and make it up on big 
pickups, SUVs and premium prod- 
ucts like Cadillacs and Lincolns. 

Perhaps the most unlikely intro- 
duction in Frankfurt is a station 
wagon from Jaguar, a company 
better know for long-nosed, low- 
slung sports cars. For quick escapes 
from the supermarket parking lot, 
the Jaguar comes with a 156-horse- 
power, V6 engine giving it accelera- 
tion on par with other Jags. It also 
has 50 cubic feet of cargo space 
and a roof rack. The car will be 
available in the first half of 2004 


in Europe. For now. Jaguar has no 
plans to bring it to the U.S. 

The “Jag wag” isn’t the only car 
in Frankfurt that’s trying to push 
the luxury envelope. Volkswagen AG 
is presenting the Bugatti Veyron, 
whose 16 -cylinder engine produc- 
es 1,001 horsepower. Volkswagen 
says the machine tops 251 miles per 
hour. Test drivers have had trouble 
controlling the car, which creates 
so much torque it burns up even 
the most advanced tires. Bugatti 
hopes to have new tires developed 
by April, when the car is supposed 
to debut. Its sticker price is expected 
to be $1 million. 

The show also brought big news 
for fans of the tiny, stylish Smart 
cars: There are finally plans to sell 
one in the U.S. Like BMW and its 


Mini, DaimlerChrysler AG will mar- 
ket its Smart cars as “lifestyle” prod- 
ucts that reflect the owner’s person- 
ality. The Smart division introduced 
a new upscale, four- door version of 
the popular compact, aptly named 
the ForFour. The ForFour will go on 
sale in Europe next year; an SUV- 
like version will lead Smart’s entry 
into the U.S. in 2005. 

Volvo, meanwhile, unveiled 
a compact sedan called the S40. 
Instead of taking on old foes BMW 
and Mercedes, Volvo thinks the ele- 
gantly sculpted S40 can pull buy- 
ers away from Volkswagen and 
Honda Motor Co. The S40 is in 
the same price range as the VW 
Passat and Honda Accord, and 
just below the entry models from 
Audi, BMW and Mercedes. The S40 
will be available late this year in 
Europe, and by summer in the U.S.

Airbags 

Abound 

SAFETY I You probably won’t notice 
them right away in 2004 vehicles. 

But a couple of telltale alerts or 
labels somewhere on the dashboard 
or around the ceiling of these newest 
models are the first signs that new 
safety equipment is on board. 

Starting with the 2004s, at least 
one new safety item is required by 
the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration to be phased in on 
all passenger vehicles: Smarter front 
air bags designed to minimize the 
risk of injury and death to front-seat 
riders, particularly small- statured 
adults, the elderly and children, dur- 
ing a frontal crash. 

While there’s no specific govern- 
ment requirement for side curtain 
air bags to provide head protection 
during side crashes, more automak- 
ers are adding these airbags to their 
new models. Typically, curtain air 
bags provide protection for out- 
board riders in the front and sec- 
ond rows. In larger vehicles, some 
go farther, providing protection for 
all three rows of seats. 

Examples in the new model 
year: The 2004 Nissan Pathfinder 
Armada, where the curtains are 
standard and cover all three rows; 
2004 Ford Freestar minivan, where 
the curtains are optional and cover 
all three rows, and 2004 Cadillac 
SRX, where the curtains are stan- 
dard and cover the first two rows 
of seats. 

NHTSA spokesman Tim Hurd 
said automakers find the curtain 
bags can do more than provide pro- 
tection in a side crash. They also can 
be helpful in injury protection dur- 
ing rollover crashes and can help 
keep riders from being ejected. By 
the 2007 model year, all passen- 
ger vehicles are mandated to have 
advanced frontal bags, ann job (ap)

I keep hearing that the storm could 
hit D.C. Thursday, but the maps 
seem to show it’s “expected” in this 
area on Friday. Do the maps just 
show the eye of the storm? Could 
we start feeling the effects, includ- 
ing rain and wind, on Thursday? 

The first effects of the storm are 
expected to be rain, which would 
move into the area Thursday 
evening. The rain would increase 
thorough the night. We could feel 
the effects of the wind early Friday, 
with the strongest winds during 
Friday morning. The maps you’re 
referring to do track the “eye” or 
center of the storm. We need to keep 
in mind, however, that the effects of 
a hurricane are widespread and can 
change. You can track the storm on 
the NOAA.GOV Web site. 

The weather is expected to be 
beautiful Wednesday. Is this the 
“calm before the storm?” 

This phrase is often used, but the 
reality is that weather patterns are 
cyclical, with good and bad cycles 
alternating. Monday we saw a cold 
front come through, bringing thun- 
derstorms and rain. This is typically 
followed by fair weather and high 
pressure, which is currently the 
dominant feature over the mid- 
Atlantic coast. If Isabel remains on 
track, the weather will deteriorate 
beginning late Thursday. Once the 
storm passes, we will see the good 
cycle returning. 

What’s the best place to go to do 
some hurricane watching? 

Hurricane watching is dan- 
gerous; never underestimate the 
forces of nature and their abil- 
ity to damage and kill. The best 
place to be in a hurricane is in a 
well- constructed building or home 
that has been properly stocked 
with emergency supplies. Nature 
is awesome and exciting, but not 
to be taken lightly.
